by Army Instruction (India) No 279 of 1921 
2 ItshouldbeborneinmiDdthatadisabihty contract 
ed during military service in ordmarv peace conditions is 
not necessarily attributable to that service 
The conditions under which Indian soldiers serve in 
peace probably involve a smaller liability to certain 
diseases than that incurred by civilians of corresponding 
classes 

It 13 considered therefore, that a case, for esample. 
^uberclc of the lung of plague or of acute pneumonia 
arising m ordinary peace conditions should not be held to 
be attnbutablc to military service unless the patient has, 
m the course of his duty, been subjected to unusual 
exposure, fatigue, pnvatlon or other conditions sufficient 
to cause a pro disposition to the disease or has been
